Lord Jagannath sometimes makes the melodious sounds of playing music and singing 
throughout the groves on the banks oftheKalindi River. He is like a bumblebee experiencing 
great delight while tasting the nectar of the lotus-like faces of the cowherd damsels. His 
lotus feet are worshipped by great personalities such as Lakshmi, Shiva, Brahma, Indra and 
Ganesh. May that Lord of the Universe kindly become visible unto me. (l)
